Gentlemen.—On the 9th of March, 1882, the Legisla- 
tive Assembly passed an act entitled, “‘An Act providing for 
the- payment of jurors,” which act was to continue in force 
until January 1, 1884. In accordance with said bill, the 
Assembly made an appropriation of $3,500 for the payment 
of jurors and witnesses during the years 1882-83. This 
amount proved to be insufficient for the purpose and the 
Auditor reported to the ensuing Legislative Assembly the 
amount of court certificates then outstanding, and requested 
an appropriation to cover said amount. In compliance 
with said request the amount of said deficiency was placed 
on the appropriation bill, under Section 8, which reads as 
follows: 

“To pay deficiency of witnesses in criminal cases and 
jurors in criminal cages for 1882-1883, as reported by the 
Auditor of Pubhe <Accourits.~ 

As a matter of fact the report of the Auditor 
included both civil and criminal service as the law 
above referred to made the Territory, liable therefor, but 
under the clause last above mentioned the Auditor was 
prohibited from paying for any service except in criminal 
cases, thus leaving some certificates unpaid that in my 
opinion ought to have been paid long ago. It will be seen 
on examining the Auditor's report of two years ago, as well 
as of December 31, 1887, there is a balance to the credit of 
deficiency account, caused by the non-payment of the certi- 
ficates aboved referred to. These certificates have repeat- 
edly been presented for payment, and payment has each 
time been refused, on account of the clause in said Section 
8, limiting payment to criminal cases. In view of the fact 
that all other civil certificates issued during said years have 
been paid,and there being a credit on the books of this office

Sir.—H. F. No. 18, entitled, «An Act providing for the 
giving of bail and amending Section 388, Chapter I, Title 
IX, of an aet' regulating the mode of procedure in criminal 
cases,” approved February 22, 1878, has received my most 
careful consideration, it having heretofore been the subject 
of earnest controversy.’ The arguments urged by the friends 
of this measure for a change of the existing laws upon the 
subject of bail, is that an “imported judiciary boastfully 
hostile to the people of Utah’? have used the discretionary 
power entrusted to them by the present law as ‘‘an engine 
of injustice, oppression and inhumanity.”? Without speci- 
fication in detail,careful scrutiny will show that all the evils 
which are stated as possible to follow in continuing the law 
without change, are based upon the assumption that our 
judges will betray their high trust, and use the discretion 
entrusted to them to arbitrarily oppress the unfortunate 
charged with crime. The charges made as to the past con- 
duct of our judiciary and that implied as to their future 
cannot receive my endorsement. 

Our present bail law is a good one, obtaining in other 
communities and giving satisfaction. Personal liberty in so 
far as it can be consistent with the safety of society and the 
punishment of crime is safely guarded. In the making of 
our laws, so many safeguards have been found necessary for 
the protection of the innocent and the freedom of the citi- 
zen, that criminals taking advantage thereof escape merited 
punishment. A party charged with crime, with bail pro- 
vided for before conviction; clothed by law with presump- 
tion of innocence; judges of character and impartiality to 
conduct the trial; counsel provided for him or selected by 
himself; a jury of his peers to find him guilty or innocent; 
appeal and bail under proper conditions allowed after con- 
vietion; executive clothed with power of respite and par- 
don, the innocent are less likely to be punished than the- 
guilty to escape. The judge upon the bench can be 
more wisely entrusted with a discretion which is not arbi- 
trary, but judicial, than the wealthy and strong party 
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convicted of crime can be elothed with arbitrary power to 
commute his punishment to a money consideration The 
amendment proposed recognizes this fact by leaving to the 
judges this discretion in the greater matters while denying 
it in the lesser. H. F.No. 13 I return without my approval.

effectual protection of the lawful wife, and to aid in the 
suppression of polygamy and» polygamous relations and 
practices, herewith return the same, and recommend that it 
be rejected. In the judgment of a majority of the commit- 
tee, the bill does not create any cause for divorce not 
already recognized as sufficient grounds under existing laws. 
Asto that provision defining the duty of the court respect- 
ing a division of the property after the parties are divorced, 
the committee deem it far safer to leave that question 
entirely to the discretion of the court, unhampered by 
statutory rules, which must, in the nature of things, be 
arbitrary and often times unjust and oppressive.

I may be permitted to presume, that the reason for so 
reporting is, because, in the judgment of said majority, the 
bill, if it became a law, would not be for the best interest 
of the people of the Territory, as it cannot be possible that 
any member of the committee or of this House will vote 
against the measure, if it will, if enacted into a law, tend 
to aecomplish the object for which it was introduced, to wit; 
the suppression of polygamy, bigamy, unlawful cohabita- 
iion and kindred crimes. -> 

Several of the members of the committee, as well as 
many of this House, were delegates to the Constitutional ' 
Convention held in this city last summer, and such mem- 
bers and others, all of the People’s Party, denounced these 
practices as crimes in the constitution then framed and 
afterwards adopted by the voters of the People's Party. 

I am of a different opinion, and believe that, if this 
bill should become a law it will do more to suppress the 
practice of polygamy, bigamy and unlawful cohabitation 
than all the penal laws on the statute book8 of the country 
denouncing such practices as crimes. 

I have faith in the loyalty of the mothers of the Terri- 
tory to the laws of the country, and the marital rights 
which belong to them, to that extent that their influence, 
when protected by the provisions of sueh a law as this, will 
be exercised in the direction to preserve the purity of the 
home circle.and obedience to the laws of our common 
country. l 

I believe that this bill is wholesome and needed legisla-

Sir.--The Committee on Judiciary, to whom was referred 
H. F. No. 4,a bill for che punishment of polygamy and 
other offenses, have duly considered the same, and after 
mature deliberation, recommend that it be rejected. In 
view of the extreme importance of the questions involved 
in the bill the majority of the committee respectfully sub- 
mit their reasons for the conclusions to which they have 
arrived. 

A portion of the committee are in favor of the bill with 
certain amendments. Another portion are in favor of it as pre- 
sented to the House— that is in its present form. The majority, 
however, as we believe with gteater reason, contend that the 
principle of the bill is not a rightful subject of legislation; 
that Congress has legislated fully and in detail upon the 
questions involved, at least as far as prohibition an: punish- 
ment is concerned; that through and by Congress the peo- 
ple of the United States have expressed their will and their 
judgment as to the kind and extent of the punishment for 
the acts constituting thé offenses named. in the bill, and that 
any attempt upon the part of the Territory of Utah to add 
to, take from, or duplicate such Congressional legislation 
emphatic and plenary as it is upon this question, would not 
only be supererogatory and void but highly presumptuous, 
in that it would indirectly dispute the absolute supremacy 
of the Constitution, laws and government of the United 
States. 

We, the majority of the committee, contend that it is a 
proposition well settled, if judicial decisions can settle any 
question: That there is no sovereignty in the. Territorial 
governments established by Congress and that said govern- 
ments are mere agents of the national government created 
purely for political and governmental purposes and have no 
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political power or authority except what is derived med- 
iately or immediately from the Federal government; that 
Congress having legislated upon the subjects named in the 
bill to the extent of prohibiting and providing punishment 
for the offenses named therein cannot even itself duplicate 
its own legislation so as to punish the, citizen twice for the 
same offense; that if Congress cannot do so directly it can 
not indirectly; if it cannot do so itself it cannot by an agent. 

"This is a fundamental maxim pervading human laws and 
governments in every land where civilization is the boast of 
its people. 

In view of these propositions and principles which we 
believe to be incontrovertible we respectfully submit that 
if the citizen cannot lawfully be punished by both the 
National and Territorial governments for the same act or 
offense, then the passage of the bill under consideration, in 
any conceivable form, would simply be a delusion and a 
snare,supererogatory and presumptuous, and not even excus- 
able as a conciliatory measure to appease the demands of 
factional demagogery: 

A further consideration presents itself and one to which 
we attached due weight in our deliberation, to wit: Admit- 
ting, for the sake of argument, which we do for that pur- 
pose only, that this is a righttul subject of Territorial legis- 
lation, that the bill is not unconstitutional in principle, in 
spirit or in practice, still we are confronted with the grave 
and serious questions which legislative bodies can- 
not rightfully ignore: Is it just? Isit wise? Is it humane 
and expedient? Ifit is not unconstitutional in its opera- 
tions it must be because under it the citizen cannot be 
twice tried for the same offense. If he is only amenable to 
one law or the other and can only be punished by the gov- 
ernment first acquiring jurisdiction of the offense, what 
would be the effect if the Territory should first obtain juris- 
diction of the offender. and try him for a violation of the 
law? Would the United States be ousted of its jurisdiction, 
and could the offender in the United States court plead in 
bar the acquittal or conviction in the Territori»leourt? To 
the last question there can be but one answer. Every man 
of ordinary intelligence will answer emphatically, no; 
there is no escape from. the dilemma presented. The citi- 
zen is liable to be twice tried and twice punished for a single 
offense. This attempt has heretofore been made in another 
form under the existing laws of the United States prohibit- 
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ing these offenses. The Supreme Court of this Nation 
unanimously repudiated the attempt, and relegated the Ter- 
ritorial courts to a jurisdiction within the limits of the Con- 
stitution. In view of these principles, and in view of the 
hardship, injustice and- oppression that might and would be 
entailed upon the people of Utah, should: this bill become a 
law, we sincerely recommend its rejection, and recommend 
in lieu thereof the accompanying resolution as the sense of 
the Assembly upon the question involved. y

There are many grounds of objection to the enactment’ 

‘of such a law, which it is unnecessary to enumerate, as - 
there is one which is insuperable; that is, the provision that 
private or denominational schools shall share in the public 
school fund. l 

I can no more give my assent to such a provision tham 
approvean appropriation from the publie treasury for the 
benefit of any other private interest or individual. I regard 
such a provision as a blow at the public school system which 
prevails .in every section of our country, and like our 
cen is of the people, for the people, and by the, 

eople. , 
A Under the proposed law, denominational sehools may 
have the aid of the civil power by the means of taxation to 
advance the tenets of the church. It seems a surprising fact 
that such a system should be proposed at this time. 

None of the reasons which can be urged in support of 
the general education of the youth of the Territory at the 
public expense can, in my judgment, justify ` such 
legislation. 

The measure while providing support for private or 
denominational schools provides no means of supervision or 
control over them, and the probable, if not the certain 
result of its becóming a law,would be to destroy the imper- 
fect system of district schools already existing. 

To attempt to estimate the beneficial results to the 
people which have flowed from the public school system 
would be impracticable at this late hour of the session. I 
have not the time to criticise or suggest. 1 will say, how- 
ever, that in my opinion it would have been more to the 
interest of the people if the Assembly instead of enacting 
measures which, if approved, would prove destructive of 
the public school, had endeavored to promote their pro- 
gress and development. 

The benefits to be derived from all laws looking to the 
improvement of the public schools depend, primarily, upon 
considerate legislation. The measure before me does not 
meet this requirement.

Sir.—I return herewith for amendment H. F. No. 73, 
entitled, “An Act making appropriations for general pur- 
poses,” and H. F. No. 98, entitled, “An act making appro- 
priations for general purposes.?? : 

A large sum of money has been taken from the people 
to provide buildings in which to care tor the unfortunate 
and helpless insane. There has been erected a creditable 
and suitable structure of limited capacity. Every. impulse 
of kindly humanity approves and justifies this expenditure. 

‘The accommodations thus provided are insufficient for the 

treatment and comfort of the unfortunates. The asylum is 
now crowded beyond its capacity, and has reached its limit 
as a shelter and home for the insane. At the same time 
there is a considerable number of the insane throughout the 
Territory who need and demand the care and treatment of 
- such an institution. 

Karly in the present session it became apparent that 
the necessity of making expenditures for institutions al- 
ready established, and for new,ones needed, could only be 
met by making loans and issuing bonds therefor, and that 
justice demanded ihat the people of this generation, from 
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whom had been gathered the money to erect the present 
public building, should not be taxed further than was ne. 
cessary for the payment of the interest,and a fair proportion 
~of the principal, of any new expenditures; that if bonds 
were issued on this basis they would prove a safe and good 
investment, and become a prime and desirable security. 

So evident wasthis that early in the session the House 
of Representatives instructed its Judiciary Committee to 
prepare and report a bill providing for the bonding of the 
Territory for the above named purposes, In accordance 
therewith a proper and carefully constructed bill was intro- 
duced into the House. "This action of your honorable body 
gave not only promise but assurance that the educational 
and benevolent wants of the Territory would be fully met 
aw provided for in the only way that it could be equitably 

one. 

Relying upon the assurance thus given, the Executive 
promptly approved bills making appropriations to institu- 
tions already established, and to other laudable and desir- 
able public enterprises, viz: i 

Twenty thousand dollars to the Deseret University for 
education of normal students. 

Twenty-five thousand dollars to improve Capitol Hill : 

Thirty thousand dollars to establish a deaf mute insti- 
tute, and to provide for education of deaf mutes, under 
and in connection with the Deseret University. 

Five thousand dollars to the Board of Equalization. 

Amounting in all to $80,000. ' 

You have also sent to me for my consideration and. ap- 
proval additional appropriations for special objects amount- 
ing to $24,000, making a total of $104,000. The twoappro- 
printion bills which are returned herewith appropriate the 
further sum of $301,428.29, making a grand total of $400,- 
428.29. ` 

The revenue we have on hand, with the amount to be 
received, estimating upon the basis of the amount received 
for the past two years, will give us $335,000 to meet the 
above indebtedness. Thus creating a deticiency of $70,428.- 
29, with but one of our two public institutions, the Deseret 
University provided for. The Asylum, which furnishes a 
home to the victims of the most deplorable form of human 
helplessness, is left without means to erect buildings to 
meet an urgent and pressing need. 


SX. 
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You have enacted, and the Executive has approved, at 
this session, 2 law providing that when the Asylum has no 
room for new inmates, that the cost of keeping the indigent 
insane shall then bé paid by the Territory. From a relia- 
ble source I am informed that there is known to be eighty 
of such cases. Under the law I have referred to the charge 
for their keeping is now imposed upon the Territory and 
the Territory must meet it. ^ . " 

The serious question presents itself, how shall it be 
met? Surely we will be acting humanely, wisely and econ- 
omically by increasing and extending the capacity of the 
Asylum building. > 

Our revenues will not meet the indebtedness already 
proposed and incurrred, and which ought to be incurred in 
the interest of humanity: What, then, is our plain and 
manifest duty? If there isa way,we should not lack the 
will to meet the exigency. The needs of the Asylum can 
be fully met. All the appropriations made or proposed by 
you can be paid in but one way, and only one, and that is 
to pass theloan bill. Do not oppress the people whom you 
represent and compel them to go without necessary institu- 
tions. Do not place upon them the whole of the burden. 

I earnestly commend to you the wisdom of providing 
for your Asylum, to the necessity of taking the necessary 
step which is in your power to do. :Provide for your appro- 
priations, and leave no defieiency.
